Board locates no 
vote fraud in city

EAST ST. LOUIS — Voting fraud exists though the city’s Election. 
Board of Commissioners denies it, Madison County Auditor Pete 
Fields said Friday. 

The commission's finding Thursday disappointed Fields, who seeks 
the 2ist Congressional District seat, but he came back to the city 
Friday to support his allegation at a service station. 

The owner of Scoft’s 66 service station, 601: Martin Luther King 
Drive, produced two voter registration cards from St. Clair County 
with the station’s address on the 5 
cards: The owner, Travis Scott, 
told reporters that ‘nobody lived at 
the station and that he did not 
know the people whose names 
were listed on the cards. 

“‘We will continue to insure that 
this thing is cleaned up,” Fields 
said. ‘‘I know. what’s happening 
down there ....Who are they (the 
commissioners) kidding?’’. 

Fields said the commission was 
not ped to conduct a thor- 
ough investigation and may 

‘to litical force: 
Fields did not specify the forces. 

St. Clair County politicians ben- 
efitted from paid *‘ghost votes’’ 
cast in East St. Louis i the 
March 1986 election, Fields pF se cnalabe hind 
charged at a Jan. 5 press confer- psi As cance) 
ence in the city. Fields asked U.S. Attorney Frederick Hess to con- 
duct an impartial investigation, but Hess gave Fields’ ‘allegation to 
the commission for review. ! 

The canvass of 260 voters requested by Fields showed no fraud, 
James Lewis, the commission’s executive director, said a press con- 
ference Thursday. But the commission found most names may have 
to be stricken from voter rolls. 

The canvass report stated 112 persons could be ineligible to vote, 
53 were ineligible and one was not registered. 

The 112 persons whose registration cards were returned during the 
canvass_must_ prove they live at their registered locations before 
voting there in the future. If they do not prove residency, their 
names will be removed from the yoter rolls. 

“From the information we got, we did not find that individuals 
were voting that were not entitled to vote,’’ Lewis said. -. 

Names and addresses were cross-checked with the election board’s 
precinct books, fire department records of houses burned, and city 
demolition records. 

. Though some homes were boarded; Lewis said a voter has a right. - 
to vote from that address if he plans to return there. : 

Some commissioners said Fields should apologize for making the - 
accusation: 

“The articles came out in the newspaper like we were hamstrun; - 
or captive,” Dr. Katie Wright, a commissioner, said. ‘‘... I feel” 
anger. You should just not do this to people.”

In short, home owners can no 
longer tap the appreciated value 
of their house, its increased 
market value. 

That rule was reaffirmed. by 
the Revenue Act of 1987. So the 
rules for 1988 are: Mortgages 
cannot exceed the original pur- 
chase price plus the cost_of 
improvements, up to a maxi- 
mum mortgage of $1 million. 
And home equity loans of up to 
$100,000 qualify as fully deduct- 
ible, no matter how you use the 
money. 

Interest paid on borrowings in 
excess of the $1 million and 
$100,000 limits is considered per- 
sonal interest. 

“The provisions in this area 
are favorable to almost every 
taxpayer,” says Mark A. Dow, 
tax partner in the St. Louis 
office of Coopers & Lybrand, a 
major accounting firm. ‘This is 
definitely a simplification’’ over 
the 1986 law. 

“Points” are up-front interest 
you pay a mortgage lender and 
are fully, deductible, but only if 
you pay the ponte outright, 
notes Shilling. If you borrow the 
money for the points, the up- 
front interest fee must be amor- 
tized; on a 15-year loan, you 
could deduct 1/15th of the fee 
each year. 

“If you refinanced to get a 
better interest rate and had to 
pay points, 
amortizable over the life of the 
loan," Dow says. The exception: 
Points are deductible if the pro- 
ceeds of the refinancing went 
into home improvements. 

‘The Revenue Act of 1987. also 
stipulates that any  refinancings. 
after Oct. 14, 1987, can only 
equal the amount of the out- 
standing mortgage.

Personal interest’ paid on cred- 
it-card purchases and car loans 
“isa pretty big item for most 
people,” Shilling says. Thro 
1986, that interest was fully 
deductible on tax returns. 

Now it iS being phased out — 
65 percent is deductible against 
1987 income, 40 percent in 1988, 
20 percent in 1989 and 10 percent 
in 1990. It will no longer be 
deductible in 1991 and beyond. 

“We've been advising clients 
to try'to clean up debt, and get 
into a home equity loan,” says 
Steven J. Brown of Rubin, 
Brown, Gornstein & Co., of Clay- 
ton. .. 

Main targets: Credit-card bal- 
ances and auto loans. (‘“There’s 
no reason to pay off’? borrowings 
against a life insurance policy 
because the interest rate is usu- 
ally just 5 percent or so, Dow 
says.) :

Tax Reform Act — unkind 
to depreciation allowance 


Mortgages purchase more 
than the roof over your head. 
Many St. Louis area residents 
have noe on rental prop- 
erty, single-family ‘houses or 


apartment buildings. 

‘To these budding land barons, 
the Tax Reform. Act of 1986 was 
not kind. 

Namely, the law set the depre- 
ciable life of rental residential 


properties purchased during 1987 
at 27% years, and required 
straight-line depreciation. 

That means the annual depre- 
ciation-expense -will not be as 
substantial_as that allowed under 
prior tax law, so “your rental 
property income be higher 
than you thought,” says Steven 
J. Brown, tax partner at Rubin, 
Brown, Gornstein & Co. 

Depreciation expense of rental 
property is- claimed on Schedule 
E of Form 1040. 

The 1981 tax bill, the corner- 
stone of Reaganomics, allowed 
properties to written off over 





just 15 years, with accelerated 
depreciation write-offs permitted 
in early years. 

The headaches for business 
and; heavily invested individuals 
are even more complicated. His 
clients are keeping three sets of 
depreciation figures, says’ John 
0. Niemann, partner with Ernst 
& Whinney 

One set is ‘‘book deprecia- 
tion,’’ which is based on the 
actual useful life of-a building-or 
piece of equipment. Companies 
use this expense when calculat- 
ing annual profit-and-loss state- 
ments. 

The other two books are for 
the IRS. There’s one tracking 
the amount of depreciation the 
TRS allows, which may or may 
not equal the ‘‘economic”’ life of 
the property. The other depreci- 
ation 00! keeps expenses 
allowed by the “alternative min- 
imum tax,” which requires even 
longer write-offs than regular 
IRS rules.

Estimated tax 
payments due 


The~-Internal Revenue Service. 
reminds persons —-who are 
required to make estimated tax 
paymnesss, that the fourth and 
inal installment for the 1987 tax 
year is due. 

Generally, only persons who 
receive income not subject to 
withholding, or who receive 
wages that are not fully covered 
by_withholding, are required to 
make estimated tax payments, 
the IRS said. 

According to the IRS, estimat- 
ed tax payments are usuall; 
paid by sens -who are—self- 
employed, or persons who 
receive other types of income 
such as interest, dividends, capi- 
tal gains, rent, or pensions. 

Others who may be liable for 
estimated tax payments are 
those who may owe additional 
taxes such as. the alternative 
minimum tax, tax from recap- 
ture of investment credit, or 
those who receive Social Securi- 
ty, tips, or unemployment com- 
pensation. 

Individuals who have deter- 
mined-that-they are required to 
make estima‘ payments gener- 
ally submit them to the IRS in 
four equal installments during 
the year. 

The installment amounts may 
be adjusted upward or down- 
ward ding on changes in a 
taxpayer’s income. Taxpayers 
who fail to meet the estimated 
tax payment requirements are 
subject to a penalty for under- 
payment of estimated tax. 

The installment due dates for 
making estimated tax payments, 
except for farmers; are April 15, 
June 15, Sept. 15 and Jan. 15. 

Farmers have an alternative 
to the estimated tax payment 
requirements if at least two- 
thirds of their gross income is 
from Llc f They may make 
one estimated tax payment on or 
before Jan. 15, or need not make 
any installment if they elect to 
file their federal tax return and 
pay the total tax due-by March 
1 


The IRS has two publications 
which discuss estimated tax pay- 
ment requirements: Publicafoi 
505,..Tax Withholding and Esti 
mated Tax, and Publication 225, 
Farmers Tax Guide. These pub- 
lications, along with the estimat- 
ed tax payment vouchers, can be 
orde: from the IRS by calling 
toll free 800-424-3676. 


Restaurant tax may 
fund convention site 


Legislation-granting the*city of~ 


Collinsville power to enact a 
one-cent sales tax to fund the 
construction and maintenance of 
a proposed convention center 
was approved Jan. 13 by the IIli- 
nois Senate, 42-8. 

Sen. Sam Vadalabene, D-Ed- 
wardsville, who sponsored the 
bill, said the Senate approved 
the second conference committee 
report to House Bill 1763. 

“The conference report signi- 
fies a compromise.on legislation 
which would have originally 
granted cities throughout Illinois 
the ability to approve a one per- 
cent sales tax on food and bever- 
ages to fund proposed convention 
centers,” he said. 

In November, the Senate voted 
down the original proposal. ‘The 
compromise limits the bill to 
Collinsville. The legislation is 
permissive only. We are putting 
the wer where it belongs, at 
the local level, by letting the 
City Council approve or disap- 


prove the additional tax,” Vadal- 
’ 


abene said. aS 

Businesses that would be 
affected by the tax have written 
letters in favor of the tax. The 
tax is to be on food and bever- 
ages consumed on the premises, 
meaning that it will affect res- 
taurants but will not affect gro- 
cery items.
